THE FLORIDA SHIP CANAL. 


Adjournment of the Beard—W hat the Reports Deve'- 
oped. 

New York, August 21.—The meeting of the 
board of directors of the Fjorida Shi Ly) ¢ ani a} 
and Transit company adjourned yesterday 
after asession oftour days. Among those 
present were Hon. John C. Brown, president; 
Hon. G. C. Gorham, secretary; Governor 
Camerom Senator Mahone: General Grover 
and A, W. Jones, of Virginia; Townsend Cox 
Michael Jacobs and 38. Meyer, of New 
York; and Senator Mann and Cnarles H. 
Jones, of Florida, The meeting was called 
for action upon the report of Chief 
Engineer Stone as to the practicability 
and cost of the canal. fhe report 
was entirely satisfactory, containing detailed 
estimates, and was adopted after a careful ex- 
amination of maps and statistics. General 
Stone furnished a summary of his report for 
publication: *‘in May last, in accordance with 
a resolution of the board of directors, | began 
a survey to ascertain whether or not ‘the con- 
struction of a tidewater ship canal across the 
peninsula of Fiorida would be practicable, 
and if so what it would cost. I secured the 
services .f Mr, A. F. Hill, a civil engineer, 
who went to Florida on the first of last June 
with authority to secure engineering assist- 
ance and labor there. He was well furnished 
with instruments and all obtainable informa- 
tion, and, with the aid of 
four corps of engineers, made in 
two months a thorough examination of three 
lines. On the most favorable line his exam- 
ination was so thoroug shas to justify me in 
visiting Florida for a. personal examination, 
the result of which was that I adopted it with 
certain modifications as furnishing the best 
route yet proposed.

And herein is now the government's oppor- 
tunity; the churches and individuals have been 
preparing the way for its more potent aid. 

Nothing less needs the proving than this; there 
must be more schools aud better. They will cust 
mouey—a great deal of money; more than these 
states Can raise. Where is tne money to come from?” 
From individuals? A nation cannot depeud on is- 
dividuals todo a work almost too great for the 
whole people. From churches and other benevo- 
leut societies? They are but aggregations of indi- 
viduals and societies, reppesentiug but a part of the 
people, Cannot do a work that belungs to all. 

| have heretofore alluded to Senator Logan’s 
views, as set forth in an article in the April num- 
ber of the North American Review. The senator 
is not afraid of the cost; he is very generous: he 
thinks the government ought to aid the public 
schools of ine states; he thinks it ought to expend 
atleast fofty millions of dollars anuually in ihis 
cause. But hecannot, fora moment, entertain the 
principle of the Bair and other bills before con- 
gress, that the nution’s h should be dispeused 
iu proportion to the nation’s needs. He will nor 
hear to illiteracy asa basis of distribution. That 
principie, he shows, would give the largest portion 
lo the states once owning slaves and once in re- 
bellion! He reminds us that slaves were prohibited 
from learning to read under the old regime. He 
says, in these words: Ihe iliiteracy, toerefore of 
the colored population, now Complained of as a se- 
rious burden, is the resultof the deliberate policy 
of these states in the past.’’ Has th-galiant gener- 
ai then, no pity for the ex slaves he fougutso brave- 
ly to free from such laws? Has he no pity for thei: 
children? Would he puuish the old slaye-holders? 
Most of toem are dead Would he unish all the 
white peopie of the south because ihe slave hold 
ers wOuld not allow their slaves to go to school” 
Toe majority of the white people of the south never 
owned slaves. Would he now punish slavery and 
secession by withholding from the children in the 
south the help he is willing to give so generously to 
those Who neither need uor ask it? Th SCuvul 
children in the south were ino cradies or have been 
boru egince Appomattox Aieé the childreu’s teeth 
to be kept ou edge forever? And must the negro 
children be kept in ignorance lest the children of 
white men iu the south should also be taught? 

Thatarticle was not worthy the senator's fame as 
asoldier or a statesman. Far nobler, far more 
Statesmuulike were the words of ex-FPresident 
Hayes, at Woodstock, Conn., last Fourth of July. 
After stating with great force the need of natioual 
aid, and the right and duty of the geueral govern- 
ment to give it, Mr. Hayes said: 

“Ido notdebate the question, who was responsi- 
ble forslavery. Itis perhaps enough to say that 
the union and the constitution breathed into this 
nation the breath of lite. To the union and to the 
coustitution we are indebted for our present pros- 
perity, power and prestige, and the still more in- 
spiring future which lies before us. The union 
aud the constitution to which we owe all 
that we are and have been, contained and recog- 
nized slavery. Ali who took partin forming the 
union orin framing the coustitution, all who main- 
tained them down vo the war which brought eman- 
cipation, are in some degree aud in some sense re 
sponsible for slavery. The only American citizens 
who are in no way respousible for slavery are the 
sous of Africa. And itis especially these colored 
people who uow, eagerly and with uplifted nands 
implore the nation for that which education alone 
can give, and without which they cannot discharge 
the duties which the constitution requires by mak 
ing them ci'izens and voters. 

‘In the history of popular education notbing is 
better settled than this: The only power able to es 
tablish and suppor: an efficient system of universal 
educaiion is the goverument. In the south, by 
reason Of slavery and its pernicious legacies, to 
provide for the free education of all by free educa 
tion issimply impossible. The colored people were 
held in bondage, and therefore in ignorance, under 
ine constitution of the uation. They were set free 
aud made citizens and voters by the must solemn 
expressions of the nation’s will, and now,therefore, 
ibe duty to fit them by education for citizenship is 
devolved upon the whole people.” 

Mr. Hayes concluded his address in these 
wise words: ‘To complete reconstruction 
and regeneration in the south, the only force now 
left to thegoverument is popular education. Let 
national wid to this good cause be witbheld no 
longer. Let it be given by wise measures, based on 
sound principles and carefully guarded, bul i 
be given prumptly, generously and without st 
to theend that the whole American people, 
every race and of every nationality, may be reared 
up to the full stature of manhood required for in- 
telligeut self government ander our repubiican 
institulions.’’ 

Itisa n tional duty to aid the statesin educating 
these millions of illiterate children, for natioua! 
interests are luvolved init. Itis a natioual duty, 
for it must be done; the states mosi de epiy mvoiveda 
can not dO itaud the nation can easily doit. Ii is 
a natioual duty, forthe pluin historical reason that 
the uation, as such, made there millions of negroes 
cilizensand voters before they were prepared for 
tneir new duties and relations, and, in the very act 
ofdoing itand by the very method of doing it, 
took from those who are nuw called on to prepare 
them for theirnew dutiesand relations the ability 
to do it. : 

The men of the south accept the issues of the war, 
and hey may well use the language of the Hon. 
W. E. Forster of the Engiish parliament, in reply to 
the radical wing of his own party: ‘‘You demand 
universal suffrage; 1 demand universal education 
to go with it,’”’

The committee had reported 
against the pussage of the bill, andou per 
of Mr. Shipp the bill was passea toa third 
reading, the reportof the Somtnittes e being 
disagreed to. 

Tue house resumed the consideration of the 
unfinished business which wasa bill by Mr. 
Harris, of Bibb, to so amend the jaw of inter- 
est as to allowl12 per cent to be charged 
provided there isa written contract to that 
effect. Mr. Harrisstresumed his argument in 
favor of the passage of the bill. He said that 
money is worth whatever it can bring in 
the market, still it was 
found expedient to ix a certain 
rate of interest and to fix a penalty for over 
charge. Still he favored such a bill as would 
allow a more liberal rate if the parties intelli. 
gently contracted to pay it. Even under the 
present law foreign loan associations are 
charging as high as eighteen per cent for 
money by reason of the complicated contracts 
they make. If this law is passed it will allow 
our people to borrow money at home at 
twelve per cent by contract. The bill does 
not disturb the regular law of interest, but 
merely provides tor the allowance of twelve 

er cent on special coatract. Mr. Harris said 
the bill did not propose and could not reason- 
ably work hardship to any class of the popu- 
lation. 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, opposed the bill. 
He believed that the present interest law was 
just to all and it required no amendment. 
He believed that the Georgia Railroad bank 
had literally complied with the law and had 
made money by so doing.

JUDGE JERRY BLACK. 
It was not neccessary that the news an- 
nouncing the death of Judge Jerry 
Black should be accumpanied by 
a biographical sketch. The memory 
does not need to be 
revived with respect to either his personal 
history or his public services. He was a man 
who had niade an impress upon his own and 
a@ succeeding generation. He possessed in a 
surprising degree those qualities which, 
though often vague, and colorless in them- 
selves, yet when combined make up individ- 
ality. The individuality of Judge Black 
was something extraordinary, and this will 
account for the fact that while he was neither 
a great statesman nor even a successful poli- 
tician, his name is known and his character 
respected in all sections of the country. 
Judge Black was a great lawyer, but his 
complishments in this direction fail to 
count for the extent of his fame and the

shades of opinion. The secret of it was prob- 
ably the fact that his mind was restless and 
enterprising in search of the truth and in 
defending it all hazards whenever, wherever 
and by whomsover attacked.

Moreover, Judge Black pos- 
sessed an integrity of character and intellect 
the effect of which Seems to be lacking in the 
letters of Junius. There is no reason why 


‘the American lawyer should be compared to 


the anonymous British partisan, for Judge 
Black would have scorned to take shelter be- 
hind a pseuconym even though all the guns 
of the British empire frowned at him. The 
style of Judge Black is less inflated than that 
of the anonymous Englishman, and is there- 
fore more powerful. He was a radical in de- 
fense of conservatism, and a furious adversary 
of any andall forms of tyranny. 

In his death the country loses a grand char- 
acter, the truth a fearless and aggressive 
champion, and democracy a powerful advyo- 
cate. ee

It must be for proper public purposes, 
and must be levied upon citizens impartially, 
according to interest, qualitied necessarily by 
ability to pay. The first clause limits the 
object of taxation; the second, the means. 

The objects of taxation are proper public 
purposes. What are these? They are very 
few. The history of freedom is very largely 
the history of the reduction in the number 
and scope of the powers of government, and 
so of the objects of taxation. Within very 
narrow limits, the government costs 
the less it is worth.

Brown and Stephens 
were the poorest of boys, and paid for their school- 
ing from their personal earnings and savings. 
Toombs and Hill had means for acquiring an edu- 
cation. Stephens was always very weak physically ; 
Brown never robust. Hill and Teombs, on the con- 
trary, weie superb specimens of manhood. Op- 
posing each other, a’most all around, each of the 
fourmen has, nevertheless, been successful in his 
CANDIDACIES FOR HONORS 
from the same constituency. Toombs, Brown and 
Hill have represented Georgiain the senate, Brown 
and Stephens have occupied the gubernatorial 
chair. Brown has been chief justice of the Georgia 
sepreme courtand Toombs was the father of the 
present constitution of the state, adopted in 1577. 
Brown and Toombs are both wealthy; neither Ste- 
phens or Hill acquired any wealth. Brownisa 
religionist—a prominent Baptist; Toombs is nota 
church man and is profane; Stephens was a moral- 
st: Hill devout in his early and again in his latter 
days 

Robert Toombs is no lovgera factor in Georgia 
state affairs. His politica? influence is as complete 
ly gone as that of eith r Hill orStephens, lying in 
the grave. He still is, however, a powerat the bar, 
and is leading or sole counsel in many cases before 
the higher courts, from which he realizes a large in- 
come, varying, itis said, from $50,000 to $100,000 per 
annum. But the impress of Senator 
Brown is recognizabe upon well nigh every 
matt rof import. Heis the Richelieu of Georgia’s 
political affairs; the back of his hand is the doom 
of any aspiring man or measure—its grasp and 
surety of success. He bas attained every honor for 
which he has reached. In 1568 upon the occasion 
of his defeat (whiie runuing as a republican) for 
the United States senatorsnip, he was burned in 
efligy on a publicsquare in Atianta. Some of the 
ideutical men who took partin the proceedings, in 
ISSO voted to muxke him senator. 

The recent decease of Ex-Governor Charles J. 
Jenkinsand of Judge Martin J. Crawford of the 
supreme court, removed two ether distinguished 
Georgians from public service. Governor John B, 
Gordon’s removal to Floridais yet another notable 
subtraction from the State’s list of public men. Sen- 
ator Colquittis popular, but not remarkable for 
intellectual force. When the “fierce spirit of the 
scythe and glass’’ shall have removed Kobert 
Too nbs and Joseph E. Browu from the public gaze, 
Georgia's giants will have all departed her coasts.

LAST INTERVIEW WITH BLACK. 
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tia Rep'y to Jeff Davis—Views on Current Politics and 
the Preastdency. 
From the } ew York Herald. 

PHILADELPaAIA, August 19.—The Philadel- 
phia Times having published a letter from 
Jefferson Davis in reply to an ar-icle publish- 
ed by Judge Black, of Pennsylvania, entitled 
“Secession Secrets,’’ your correspondent, on 
the 8th instant, visited Judge Black at bis ru- 
ral residence near York, Pa., with a view of 


-securing the amswer of President Buchanan’s 


attorney general to the Jeff Davis defense of 
secession. He found the judgeenjoying the 


fresh morning breezes, with a copy of the pa 


per containing the Davis article in one hand, 
and his silver tobacco box in the other. The 
judge, with the urbanity of the “old 
school’’ statesman, invited the Herald corres: 
spondent to occupy one of the rustic rocking 
chairs on his broad porch, and, seated beside 
the only living representative of President 
Buchanan's cabinet, he promptly proceeded 
to business. The Herald representative 
opened a three-hours’ campaign by stating 
that from the announcement made by the 
Times editor on the day preceeding the pub- 
lication of the Jeff Davis article he was of the 
firm opinion that, metaphorically speaking

there would be nothing leftot Judge Black 


except his memory and silver fine cut box 
when the two years’ incubation of Jetferson 
Davis saw daylight, but, after reading the ar- 
ticle, he concluded that Judge Black was the 
happiest man in the United States in view of 
the Sullivan like slugging he had in store for 
the chief of the secessionists. 
DAVIS AND SECESSION. 

Shutting his left eye tight, a well known 
habit of the judge, and looking at your cor- 
respondent for full thirty seconds, Judge 
Black deliberately responded: *‘From the 
length of time occupied in preparing his de- 
fense of secession, and coming from a man 
who has been pre-eminent in shaping Ameri- 
can history, I expected something worthy of 
a map who had filled the offices of congress 
man, cabinet officer, United States senator 
and presidentof the secessionist confederacy, 
but—”’ (here the judge took a long breatb 
“the thunder is all in the index.” 

The Herald correspondent promptly took 
out his book to note the judge’s pithy sen- 
tences as they were fired at him, but the 
judge said: “Put thataway. I must not re- 

ly to a person Of Davis's prominence Ip a 
disjointed conversation. If every word ut- 
tered were printed in the Herald just as it 
was spoken it would noi be fair, as the impor- 
tance of the subject merits a much more 
careful consideration.”’ 

The correspondent’s notebook was laid aside, 
and for more than two hours he listened at- 
tentively to an interesting talk on the events 
of the last three months of President Buch- 
anan’s term,the action taken by ‘‘secession 
leaders.”’ as Judge Black designated them, to 
influence Mr. Bachanan, and the plans taken 
by his chief cabinet officer to frustrate their 
machinations, all of which Judge Black ex- 
acted should not find a place in the columns 
of the Herald unti! his reply to Davis was sent 
to the Herald over his own signature. 

THE PRESIDENCY.

THE TARIFF. 

Judge Biack was asked what in his opinion 
would be the position of two parties 
reference to the tariff question in L&s4. 
believed the repub.iicans would straddie the 
tariff question, as they always have done; 
that they would endeavor to have the demo 
cratic party commit itself to the same priici- 
ples of protection ag the republicans professed, 
their object being to get both parties in such 
a position that they could appeal to the peo- 
ple for thoir support on the 
ground of being better paotectionists than the 
democrats; but their plan would not work. ‘In 
speaking of the democrats the judge said that 
they must meet the tariff question boldiy— 
it has become too broad for democrats to at- 
tempt to straddle; they must deetare for a 
tariff for revenue only, adjusted to meet the 
demands of the government administration 
with strict integrity and in the most economi- 
cal manner.

Bulldings and the Management. 

The joint committee of the legislature, 
which visited the lunaticasyium, has prepared 
a very exhaustive report, which will be printed 
for the use of the general assembly. The 
committee made a very thorough examina- 
tion of the institution, its condition, the ex 
penditure of money, etc. They tind the 
affairs of the asylum in the 
most satisfactory condition.

WILL HE SWING? 


The Governorto Decide To-day the Case of George 
Wallace, Sentenced to Hang. 

Governor McDaniel is considering an ap- 
plication fora commutation in the case of 
George Wallace, colored, sentenced to be 
hanged in Chatham county on Friday next. 
The governor will probably pass upon the 
case to-day. TheSavannah News of yester- 
day says: 

‘The crime of which Wallace was convicted 
was the murder of Martin Jensen, a Nor- 
wegian Sailor, at a notorious dance-house in 
the Old Fort precinct, on the night of March 
18, 1882. The meagre details of the crime 
are familiar to many of the readers of the 
Morning News, 

‘Wallace was charged with shooting the 
sailor. His arrest followed, and at the cor- 
oner’s inquest the jury rendered the verdict: 
‘‘We find from the evidence before us that 
the deceased, Martin Jensen, came to his 
death from a gunshot wound, said shot being 
fired from a pistol in th@$ hands of George 
Wallace, and we consider the said killing as 
murder.” 

From the evidence it developed that -Wal- 
lace wasin the dance house and charged 
some of the inmates with stealing his watch. 
A disturbance fvllowed. Wallace was put 
out of the house, and in the affray he fatally 
shot the sailor. He was promptly indicted 
and put upon trial. He was defended by 
Hon. A. P. Adams, but was found guilty and 
sentenced by Judge Tompkins to be 
hanged on May 16.h, 1882. On 
May llth a motion fvr a new trial 
was made, which was argued on July 28th. 
On the 29:h Judge Carswell, presiding, granted 
a supersedeas, and the case went to the su- 
preme court, where it was argued by Messrs. 
R. E. Lester and J. J. Abrams in behalt of 
the accused. The supreme court, on April 
26, 1883, affirmed-the judgment of the court 
below, and at the last June term of the su- 
perior court the remitter of the former tribu- 
nal was filed and inade the order of the latter. 
The sentence of death was pronounced by 
Judge Fort, who reviewed the case, dwell- 
ing upon the enormity of the offense, and 
assured the prisoner that he could not see 
one ray Of hope for him, as every source of 
appeal short of executive clemency had been 
exnausted, and the present chief magistrate 
was resolved that the majesty of the law 
snould be vindicated, After counselling the 
prisoner to make the most ofthe time left 
him upon earth in preparation to meet his 
Maker, the death sentence was passed, and 
Wallace was remanded to jail to await its 
fuifillment. 

‘*; here have been doubtsin the minds of 
many as tu the prisoner’s guilt. The evidence 
upon which he was convicted was in a meas- 
ure circumstantial. Su:ill, the law has had its 
course. The decision of the courts has been 
rendered, and in all probability the pena!ty 
of death will be inflicted. The prisoner, dur- 
ing his long continement, has occupied a nar- 
row celi in the west corridor of the jail, where 
be is still imprisoned, At the last interview, 
before the tinal sentence was passed, he was 
found by a reporter pacing up and down his 
quarters with bis bands benind his back. Ona 
being spoken to he came quickly to the cell 
door, aud talked freely about the crime, yet 
stubbornly deciared his innocence. - Wallace 
is Of weak intellect, and claimed by many to 
be almost animbecile. During the passage of 


| the sentence in court be drew a paper from 


his pocket, which he held in frontof him, 
and which, when the court concluded he 
dropped, raising his arms above his head and 
moving them about in a nervous manner, and 
uttering unintelligible words,show:ngtiat his 
mind was not whuily sound, 

“Upon the ground of deficiency in intel- 
lect anefiort is being made to secure a com- 
mutation of the death sentence to imprison 
ment for life. His attorney is now in Atlanta 
With @ petition to the governor, signed by 
prominent county officials and a number of 
citizens, asking that this comoiutation be 
granted. The resuit will be known in a few 
davs.”’

On the 8th of this month some parties WHO 
were loitering on the banks of the Tallapoosa 
river. discovered a bonnet in a raft of old 
timbers. For somereasons the sudden dis- 
appearance of Miss Noles forced itself to the 
minds of the discoverers, and the bonnet was 
fished out. It was carried to Mr. Noles, who 
instantly identified it as the bonnet worn by 
his daughter when she disappeared with 
Gravitt. Tbe strings of the bonnet and the 
skirts hud been severed by a knife, and in- 
stantly the idea presented itself 
to their minds that the girl's 
disappearance was due to he! death, I his 
theory was a new one 1n the Case, anc sv0D a 
party began searching the Tallapoosa river for 
a secret, and they found it. Five miles from 
Bowdon, Ga., and near the home of the girl, 
the searchers found a dead body in the water. 
The water was clear and the body could be 
seen lying at the bottom of thestream without 
any trouble. Every limb and feature were 
observable, and the body appeared to be in so 
remarkable a state of preservation that many 
present thought it had been there only a short 
while. The discovery of the body induced 
the presence of Coroner Cole, of Carrvil 
county. That official empanelled a 
jury of inquest and began an investigation. 
Che first step taken in the legal inquiry was 
the removal of the body from its watery 
graye, but as soon asthe body left the water 
and the air touched it, it fell to pieces. The 
bonnet and other articles of clothing were re- 
cognized as her’s, but so complete was the de- 
composition that it could not be ascertained 
whether death was the result of blows, cuts 
or drowning. The jury, aftera patient inves- 
tigation of the case, rendered the following 
verdict: 

“We, the jury, empanelied and sworn in 
this case, after bearing the evidence produced 
before us, find that the body before us is -that 
of Euphrazia 8. Noles. We further find that 
she came to her death by either drowning or 
other means, but we are unable to say in 
what manner. That there is some evidence 
of a wound liable to produce death having 
been inflicted on the body of the deceased, 
but it such is the case we are unable tosay in 
whose hands theinstrument was that intlicted 
said wound, J. T. Ferrevyi, Foreman, 

GILBERT COLE, Coroner,

the father and one of the brothers of the girl 
were arrested on suspicion of being concerned 
in her mysterious disappearance.
